And her husband, 
who is locked in the holdover appears to 
also come from the better walks of life. 

But the police say appearances are de- 
seitful, and the detectives say they expect 
to prove that Trout has been connected 
with many of the recent boarding house 
robberies. 

Trout, who {ts only 22 years old, was ar- 
rested Tuesday night while in Mrs. D. A. 
‘ron’s boarding house at 1925 Olive street. 


fter his arrest detectives went to Trout's 
oarding house, 2913 Franklin avenue and 
efter arresting Mrs. Trout, searched the 
room. Several trunks were found filled 
with handsome clothing. In one of the 
trunks were found a big bundle of skeleton 
keys. The trunks and the keys were taken 
in charge by the police and removed to thre 
Four Courts. 

The police have no record of either Treut 
or his wife and so far as they know 'hbis 
is the first time they were ever under ear- 


rest.

In order to sift the rumors to the very 
bottom Secretary Hay cabled an inquiry 
to Consul Allison at Tegucjgalpa, which 
ie in a part of Honduras which Mr. Beau- 
pre's investigation may not have covered. 

One thing almost past understand .ng at 
Washington is that the representatives of 
the United States in Honduras and Guate- 
mala should remain silent if an American 
were in prison in either of those States. 
The United States has nearly a dozen con-

She is tall, with dark hair and blue eyes, 
and always dressed, even on the farm, in 
silks and furs. Her bearing, even in jail, 


Mrs. Mathes’ identity before 
marriage is not decided, but it is known 
that she has relatives in St. Louls and 
Chicago, and the detectives say that she

STREET RAILWAY CONSOLIDATION. 


Attorney-General Crow has a suit pending against the Lin- 
dell Street Railway for the forfeiture of the new franchise 
granted the company by the Municipal Assembly on two 
grounds. One is the Violation of the third parallel law and the 
other is the inability under the law of street railways to con- 
solidate by purchase. 

While the Attorney-General is thus trying to protect the 
property of citizens from third parallel lines and to prevent 
the consolidation of street car lines in St. Louis, two bills are 
pending in the State Legislature to nullify his efforts. One 
billrepeals the third parallel law and the other extends legal 
Permiseivon to conselidate to street railway corporations. 

Both of these bills are framed solely in the interest of cor- 
porations as opposed to public interests. The repeal of the 
third parallel law would take away the only legal restriction 
on the building of lines on parallel streets, and the consolida- 
tion bill would result in the consolidation of street car lines 
in St. Louis and other cities into monster franchise holding 
re controlling all the street railway lines in each 
city. 

Consolidations of this kind are against public policy. They 
embrace all the evils of monopoly in their worst and most op- 
pressive form. It would shut out competition in street rail- 
way service and would place the people of the city wholly in 
the power of a monopoly. It would deprive them of the little 
protection hitherto afforded by conflicting street railway in- 
terests. The greed of the huge combine would be unrestricted. 

But the worst effect would be the menace to the public 
of the political power of such a combine. In order to con- 
trol the municipal government in its own interests the rail- 
way consolidation would dominate in politics through its own 
political agents and the party machines. Its influence would 
be paramount in city politics and would constitute a menace 
to both city and State. 

The Democratic party is denouncing trusts. The Democratic 
majority in the State Legislature is working upon measures 
designed to make the fight against the trusts effective. The 
Attorney-General of the State is trying to enforce the anti- 
er laws and is asking for additional anti-trust legisla- 

on. 

It would be an astounding act of hypocrisy for the Legis- 
lature, while passing laws ostensibly framed to prevent trust 
combinations, to pass a law permitting monster corporate 
consolidations. It would be a monumental piece of legislative 
treachery.

Slowly, adding to his fortunes here and 
there, and dying a reputed. millionaire. 

Robert P. Tansey was born in the County 
Antrim, Ireland. Had he lived unti) Oct. 
- next he would have been 66 years old, 
When a boy of 14 years he followed vari- 
ous members of his family to the United 
Stites, settling in New Orleans. His first 
employment was in a hatel in Baton Rouge 
La., of which the landlord was Col. Pratt. 
who subsequently conducted the old Hotel 
Barnum .n St. Louis. Some of Mr. Tansey’s 
kin had settied in Alton, Ll, and they in- 
duced him to join them, after a year or so 
spent in the South. When he went to 
Alton he applied himself to the study of 
law, and before he was fairly of age he wus 
admitted to practice, j 

His chosen profession at that time did 
not satisfy his craving for active work 
and he abandoned his law books to become 
the agent at Alton of the Chicago & Aiton 
Railroad. He picked up the routine and 
methods of railway business so readily that 
he was transferred within a short time to 
the more important post at Springfield, IIL. 
LHe did not remain long us an agent in 
Springtield, either, the company, in recogni- 
tion of his worth, advancing him to the 
position of paymaster of the road. 

W hile making his headquarters in Spring- 
fieid, ‘Mr. Tansey formed the acquaintance 
of Abraham Lincoln and Stephen A. Doug- 
las. This acquaintance developed into an 
intimacy. Both of these celebrated politi- 
cal rivals liked Tansey and Tansey was 
fond Of each man to an equal degree. 
Though he admired Lincoln's personality 
the more, he was in closer sympathy with 
the views of Douglas, and when the ad- 
herents of the rivals at last faced each 
other ag bitter opponents, Mr. Tansey found 
himself a valued advisor in the councils of 
the Douglas faction, So great was his faitn 
in “the Little Giant” that he gave up his 
connection with the Chicago & Alton Road 
and established the Alton Democrat as a 
Douglas organ. a newspaper, by the by, 
which has outlived its founder. The Dem- 
ocrat Was made a power in Illinois politics. 
lis support of Douglas brought over many 
undecided voters who had remained in 
doubt after the famous Knox College de- 
bates, and though the wily Mr. Lincoln 
entrapped his adversary, sending him to 
the Senate, but putting aside forever his 
possibliities for the Presidency. Mr. Tan- 
sey remained a loyal friend to Mr. Doug- 
las until the death of the noted lllinoisan, 
at the same time giving President Lincoln 
his warmest support 

in 1865, When the echoes of the civil war 
were dying out and the business of the 
country seemed about to resume activity. 
Mr. Tansey came to St. Loule and formed 

* firm of Mitchell, Miltonberger & Tan- 

. commission metcl @its. The firm incor- 
porated the East St. Wouis Transfer Co., 
and soon afterwards established the Madi- 
son County ferry line, operating between 
Venice and St, Louls. This line was the 
first to put into operation the idea of 
transporting louded freight cars on ferry 
boats between two points. In 1869 Mr 
Pansey was elected president and general 
manager of the St. Louis Pransfer Co.., 
Which position he filled without interrup- 
tion to the day of his death. 

When the Wiggins Ferry Co. was con- 
solidated with the Madison company Mr. 
Tansey became one of the directors. 

Mr. Tansey Was president of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange in 1871, having previously 
served as a director and vice-president. In 
IS76 he was elected to tH City Council, the 
oniy pudlic office he ever held 

Mr. Tansy married in 1854 Miss Maria 
Mangum of Alton. Of five children two 
are now living. Miss Mollie Tansey and 
George Judd Tansey. A sister, Miss Mag- 
gic Tansey of Alton its the only cther 
surviving member of his immediate family. 
Mr. Tansey owned a large farm a few 
miles out from Springfield, .l).. where his 
w.fe and children resided. He always 
spoke of the farm as home, although he 
spent five or six days of each week in 
the city, where his business interests wore 
concerned. He was a member of the 
Church of the Messiah, of which Dr. John 
Snyder is pastor. Mr, Tansey was a philan- 
thropist of whom it is said that no ap- 
peal for aid, Whether meritorious or not, 
was ever denied by him. Around the South- 
ern Hotel many stories are told of his 
rood deeds. 

Mr. Tansey was a member of the 8t, 
Louis Mercantile and Noonday Clubs and 
was a Knight of St. Patrick. No man in 
St. Loule, it is said, had a wider local ac- 
quaintance than he did. 

The funeral will probably be held Friday 
afternoon, with Dr. Snyder officiating. The 
burial will be in Bellefontaine Cemetery.

BRANDON, Tex., March 23.—Bob Lynch 
and Bob Finch, cowboys, lights are out. 

Lynch and Finch were two terrors of 
North Texas. Their way had always been 
the way of everybody else in their vicinity. 
They had bullets in them that marked cer- 
tain interference with some of their jolly 
plans, but those who interfered had graves. 
Argument was something they could not 
tolerate. They carried sharp speakers with 
them that always cut discussion short 

Lynch and Finch had funny ways—funny 
to them and pe®uliar to others with whom 
they came in contact. Their ways, too, were 
exasperating, so exasperating that they 
are dead, now, and a large part of Texas 
has less difficulty in respiration. 

Lynch and Finch were full of notions. 
They were.seized by the notions by spelis, 
which grew from dampness without water- 
ing. Their ideas had always prospered. 
What they said ‘“‘went’’ until they met Bob 
Hooks, a stubborn fellow, who held the 
job of constable in this bit of a town. 

Brandon liquor is a great promoter of 
ideas—likewise of notions, and after Lynch 
and Finch put in stable here yesterday, they 
proceeded to irrigate and encourage a 
growth of notions on a large scale. _A 
large part of their crop came to 6ucc?osful 
development during the afternoon, as the 
window lights, ceilings and bar mirrors tes- 
tify, and they felt good. But as evening 
came on something bothered their eyes. 
One bartender remarked that they. had out 
“fun lamps,”’ but he is willing to make af- 
fidavit on the rv'us of his glassware that 
he was at that hour wrong. 

After this little episode with the bar- 
tender, Lynch and Finch discovered what 
ras ailing them. It was lights such as they 
had not been used to during the winter 
months they had been on the range. Forth- 
with they decided that the lights must go 
Ol. 

Lynch and Finch were not altogether sel- 
fish. They gave fair warning of their no- 
tion on the streets and in divers publie 
places and set the time for extinguish:ng 
the bothersome flames as late as 8 o'clock. 

Then some busybody who was used to 
Brandon lights and wanted Brandon lights, 
bethought himself of Bob Hooks, Constable, 
who was in duty bound and for salary paid 
under obligations to maintain town dignity, 
to preserve the lights and to suppress 
Lynch and Finch. 
| ut the visitors hadn’t heard of Hooks. 
didn’t care for Hooks and thought that 
Hooks didn’t amount to much anyhow. 
They were accustomed to obeying nothing 
but their notion. . Promptly at 8 they 
marched to the end of Brandons avenue 
and Main street. Finch took position on 
one side of the thoroughfare and Lynch on 
the other, and the notion began to work, 
expressing itself from the barrels of four 
40 caliber Coits.

SALOONKEEPERS WILL FIGHT 
THE SUNDAY CLOSING LAW.

The Sunday closing question is still un- 
settled by the courts. A motion was made 
Wednesday to quash the cases against the 
saloonkeepers charged with keeping open 
on Sunday. Arguments will be heard on it 


Saturday. 

The Court of Criminal Correction had 
the appearance Wednesday morning of a 
political convention. It contained the larg- 
est crowd ever gathered within its walls. 
And nearly all present were defendants or 
witnesses. What brought them was the 
presence on the docket of 94 cases of s8a- 
oonkeepers charged with keeping open on 
Sunday. Not one-fourth of them could ob- 
tain seats. The others filled the aisles and 
the space inside the railing. 

When Judge Clark came on the bench 
he ordered the Sheriff to clear the space 
inside the rail, but it could not be done. 

There were only half a dozen women 
presees. These were a group of W. <. T. 
’. members, headed by Mrs. Ingalls. There 
were also a number of members of the 
Prohibition Union present. 

After sometime mattérs had been dis- 
wed of, Attorneys Clauborne and Gerry, 
Morrie and Fitzgerald, and Ashley Clover, 
who represented sixty-seven of the _ de- 
fendants, filed a motion to quash in the 
cases of Andrew Herbel, Mrs. Caroline 
Muhr, Patricius Balducci, Lee Berning, 
Peter Blum. Ernst Beste, Charles Bohm 
and Fred Renz. 
The motion was heard on 
grounds: 
First. the information fails to state a 
cause of action against the defendants. 
Second, that information fails to state 
a cause of action under the etatutes. 
Third, the information is indefinite as to 
the place where defendants committed the 
offense. 
Fourth, the iInforn@.-tion 
tradictory and uncertain. 
Fifth, the statute under which the defend- 
ants is charged is repugnant to the Con- 
stitution of this State. 

Sixth, the information 
form the defendants of 
which he stands charged. 

Seventh, the information fails to state the 
quantity of intoxicating liquors alleged to 
have been sold, given away and disposed 
of by the defendant. 

Judge Clark announced that after the 
other cases had been redocketed, he woutd 
hear arguments on the motion. Mr. Ger- 
nez said ‘t was not intended to argue the 
motion. It was made to rotect the iIn- 
terests of their cilents under any verdict 
which might be returned, 

Judge Clark said there was no_use.-in 
filing the motion a: a mere formality. If 
it had no merit it should be withdrawn. 

Prosecuting Attorney Clover eaid the 
motion was unexpected and asked time to 

repare the States argument. 

. Juage Clark set Saturday for hearing the 
arguments. The eight cases were con- 
tinued to April 21. All the other cases 
were continued, belng scattered in bunches 
of six and eight from Aprfl 3 to May 19.

’ tions and Berries Will Soon Be 
Cheaper Than Last Year. 


Next Saturday the strawberry season in 
St. Louis will have its official beginning. 
From that day until the first of July the 
succulent fruit, the first of all the new 
good things to reach this market, will be 
found on sale in sufficient quantities to 
meet the demand of those who are able to 


pay for it. 
It will figure on the restaurant bill of fare 
ard will be sold at the corner butcheft shop. 
Wednesday orders were placed on Third 
street by all of the hotels and most of the 


restaurants. Though there has probably 
been no agreement to that effect it was 
Stated that no strawberries wouid be 
served in the restaurants until 
when heavy Southern shipments are due to 
arrive here. 

The strawberry season is unusually bac 
ward this year. The season generally opens 
about March 10. The Florida be rry 
always the first to reach the market. 
flavor is fair, but it is principally noted far 
the high price it commands. I 
season is a short one. At its clase 
Texas and E emtgiane varieties have a bridt 
run, after which the Arkansas strawberry 
a most delicious fruit, finds its way to the 
St. Louis market, along with emall ship- 
ments from Miseissip i “nll Alabama. Ar- 
kansas sends her entire crop to this mar- 
Ket and most of it is consumed here. 

When Arkansas retires, about the middle 
of April, Southeast Missouri and Wester 
Kentucky step into the breach and keep 
the demand fairly we supplied unis the 
second week in May, when dt. Lv Louls Coun- 
ty growers take the market by storm. 
outsiders are forced to retire when the 5t. 
Louis County berry advances. It is th 
sun of all delights in the strawberry liné, 
and ia abundant enough to more than suf- 
ply the public, private and church festival 
demands. It is good to eat right off of th 
bush, better to eat with cream and bes 
of all good things tn short cake such a 
mother used to make and such as is nev 
found in restaurants. 

The St. Lotis County berry has the call 
for an entire month, or until about the 
middie of June. 

The fruit is grown on 1500 acres of the 
finest farm land in Missouri. The yield 
averages 300 crates to the acre. Each crate 
contains Six gallons of berries. This makes 
St. Louls County’s average yield 2,700,000 
gallons or 10,800,000 quarts. 

The berries come to St. Louls at the rate 
of eight cars a da Each car contains 500 
6-gallon cases or 13,000 quarts of berrier, th 
daily total amounting to 96,000 quarts. 
the eight cars received, three are shippe 
out and five are consumed in Louis. 
This consumption amounts to 60.000 quart 
a day during W days, or a grand total 
1,800,000 gallons. St. Louls County supplie 
not alone St, Louis, but all the Norther 
and many of the Bastern markets. Whe 
the home grown berry is out of the market 
the Michigan varieties appear and rema! 
until July 1, when the season is practicall, 
over. 

hough the movément is unusually late 
this year Third street coatere say the crop 
will e a big one and the berries, besides 
being of fine quality, will have the ad- 
6ditional merit of being cheap, as soon as 
the season is fairly started. P. M. Kiely, 
the commission man, has returned from a 
tour of thé Arkansas and Tennessee straw- 
berry ‘belts. He says the yield promises to 
be nearly twice as large as last year’s.

In _ con- 
clusion, he offered a motion that the as-

thing possible toward pushing the project 
to a euccessful finish. The motion was 
warmly received and unanimously carried. 

Former Minister to Chili Patrick Hagan 
made a speech which gave the manufac- 
turers plenty of material for thought. He 
fold them that Americans had been blind 
to their interests in South America. He 
quoted statistics to show that the United 
States was outstripped by WPDurope in the 
shipment of supplies which this country 
could furnish better than any other. Trans- 
portation facilities were wretchedly in- 
adequate he said.
